T he rhododendrons comprise a 
numerous and widely distributed 
genius of shrubs with more than 
400 species throughout the tern per- 
n e regions of the northern hemis­ 
phere. There are 26 known species 
in North America, not including the 
many hybrids that originate in cul- 
tivation. Many native species of 
this plant have recently been intro- 
duced in this country from south

( I n t e r n a t i m a t N e w s S e r v i c e ) 
NEW YORK, June 4 —A new tele­ 
vision radio tube, capable of projec­ 
ting pictures in movie-like fashion, 
has been developed here by radio 
engineers. 
Previously a different type of tube 
has been employed which reproduc­ 
ed images within the receiving box. 
The new tube- about 18 inches In 
length 
reproduces the image of the 
picture on its flourescent screen. 
The image is so brilliant that it is 
simply projected through a series of 
regular mot ion-picture lenses onto 
a large screen. 
Making the first public demon- 
i st rat ion of the tube, W. H. Painter 
of the engineering staff of the R. C, 
A 
Manufacturing Company, Inc.. 
picked up a picture which had been 
sent out under conditions similar to 
those of a regular television broad- j 
■ cast and reproduced it on a screen 
j eight by ten feet. 
Exceptional Clarity Seen. 
Through the use of the new tube, 
and other recently developed receiv­ 
ing apparatus, it will now be possi­ 
ble to produce pictures that will 'Ex­ 
ceed regular camera work in clarity, 
according to Dr. V. K. Zworykin, j 
who assisted Painter in the research 
work. 
‘’Possibilities for improvement by 
the television method are unlimited, 
compared to those which can be 
made in the present photographic 
method." Dr. Zworykin said, “bc- 
I cause in the photographic method 
| you can never get a reproduction of j 
: an object which is brighter than the 
original subject." 
With the electrical recording of 
the television camera, the light is 
changed into electrons, he explain­ 
ed. and these are projected through 
a number of screens in the tube in 
the television set which picks up the 
picture before it is broadcast,

image gains power, he said, point­ 
ing out that in photographic repro­ 
duction this image loses power.

‘‘In the future, however, the tele­ 
vision camera may be so improved 
that it will be able to record and 
broadcast a picture of the game as 
long as the people in the grand­ 
stands can see it,” Dr, Zworykin 
aid. 
Development of the scientific and 
receiving technique to this 
point 
should make it possible to broadcast 
regular television films into moving 
picture theatres.
